. Tung, Monastery Magazine. The 
oficial explanation is that a high 
tension electric wiro was cut by a 
fash of. lightning Guring a short. 
but very violent storm which was 
raging’ at the time, The wire 
crashed onto the floor of the maga. 
zine where the high explosives of 
the sth Route Army afe kept sod 
"formed in eurth, more or less 
short circuiting the mains... 
“The wire,” “according to ‘an 
wolciat report, ‘hissed violently 
and emitted showers of sparks. 
A moment later i came into coi. 
tact with the high explosives 
stored in the room, setting them 
on fre and, causing o terrific ex: 
plosion, This ignivea $000 or so 
haind-grenades kept in. one corner 
ofthe department.

But the continuai 
explosion of the hand-grenades and 
the shattering of steel and bricks 
rendered the task of the fire fight- 
ers extraordinarily difficult. They

notes for silver. For the present 
only notes of one doliar denomina- 
tion are redeemable at face ‘value 
owing to the shortage of silver’ in 
the vaults!’ Banknotes of other 
deminations will, however, ke | re- 
deemable in the very near future, 
in fact, ax soon asthe Canton. Mint 
has turned out ‘enough coins »to 
warrant the move. This date, ac- 
cording te the authorities, is not 
far off asthe Mint has been work- 
ing day and night. The present rate 
of exchange’ of, the Government 
notes other than the one dollar 
denomination is about 9S cents 
silver to the paper dollar But
